Senator Thoma» E. Heflin, 
junior 
Alabama senator spoke at length at 
the annual farm bureau picnic held at 
Tuscaloosa Thutsday. Senator Heflin 
believed that the association h»“ not 
only accomplished a great deal for the 
farmers of thin state, but has been a 
vast factor in the increase of pros­ 
perity throughout the southland. 
Senator Heflin’s talk was In part: 
“How to reduce thf cost of produc­ 
tion and how to increase the produc­ 
tion per acre are two of the vitally 
important problems confronting the 
farmer today, but how to obtain pro­ 
fitable prices for farm products is 
the paramount question always. * 
“If the farmer fails to obtain a pro­ 
fitable price for his products his ef­ 
forts and investments are lost and he 
has ‘labored in vain.’ For what shall 
it profit a farmer if he is dilligent 
in business during the planting, grow­ 
ing and gathering season, if he sells 
his crop at, or below, the cost of pro­ 
duction? 
Those who produce 
that 
which feeds and clothes the world are 
entitled to a good profit and they owe 
it to themselves, and those dependent 
upon them, to do the thing necessary 
to obtaifl profitable prices. 
“We are now entering upon the cot­ 
ton selling season and the most im­ 
portant question that now confronts 
the cotton farmer, is How can he dis­ 
pose of his crop to Hie very best ad­ 
vantage; how can he rharket it so 
as to obtain the best price posible. The 
thing that will enable him to sell at 
the time most favorable, that will aid 
him in selling sparingly so as to keep 
the market keen and hungry, is the 
thing that he should do. The cotton 
Growers Cooperative Association fur­ 
nishes the instrumentality for the cer­ 
tain accomplishment of that purpose.
